Tbe astounding dem orratlc

The first m an to arrive and go to work 
was Jam es O’Brien, who seemed to know every one 
p resen t by nam e, and then came Senator Thomas 
J. Creamer. Charles W. Brooke, the g reat legal 
o rato r; Samuel Q. Courtney, Thomas Coman, John 
Pyne, Law rence D. Klernan, Francis M. Bixby, Alex­ 
an d e r Frear, Colonel M. C. Murphy, John McCool, 
jrnclins Kiynn, Aldermen McCailcrty, Kerr, John 
'«Illy, 
>ucl Dennis De Conicey, A lexander 
Davidson, Captain McClellan and others. The ball 
w uc left in darkness for some mom ents until the 
unterrlfied began to pour In and to give th at grand 
old Bowery s tp u p wnlch betokens Impatience and 
expectation. 
All the boys were “ red hot,” as 
they said, for the ratification of the dem ocratic 
S tate ticket, and the only m istake made was th at 
H oratio Seymour and Francis K ernan had been an­ 
nounced to speak and it was discovered th at these 
gentlem en had made previous engagem ents which 
prevented them from being present. When the let­ 
te r of 8.

It 18 the duty of the police to keen people away 
from the neighborhood of the fire; both tho police­ 
men and firemen are responsible, and, lu the in­ 
terest of others.

Cure of a Roman Lady by the 
Waters of La Salette. 


Li S alette, Sept. 11, 1873. 
The rumor that the Virgin Mary had actually ap­ 
peared In human form to two children at the 
mountain Tillage of La Salette, on the 19th of Sep­ 
tember, 1846, spread like wildfire through the dio­ 
cese of Grenoble, and soon startled the whole Ko- 
man Catholic world. Curious persons, on the outlook 
for sensatioual news, began to be seen In the 
neighborhood, and they were followed, after no 
great lapse of time, by pilgrims who arrived 
there for devotional purposes. Now pilgrims 
are mostly persons sick at heart or dis­ 
eased la body, and it happened that many of the 
pilgrims who came to drink from the miraculous 
fountain, near which the Virgin had been seen by 
the shepherdess Mélanie Hatbieu and the cowherd 
Maxiuiia Glraud, were suddenly healed of their 
mental or bodily aUments. Therelore. on the I9th 
of July, 1847, the Bishop of Grenoble nommated M. 
Rouasclot, Vicar General of the diocese, and M. 
Orcel, Superior ol the Grand seminary, to Insti­ 
tute 
A PEABCHISO INTESTIOATIOS 
into an the facts of the case. 
These two ecclesiastical commissioners, both men 
of high character and large experience, inter­ 
rogated the children who bad seen the apparition 
of the Virgin Mary and all those persons to whom 
these children had recounted their narrative. 
The ecclesiastical commissioners also interro­ 
gated, in eight different dioceses, the persons who 
alleged that they had been cured of their diseases 
by the waters of the miraculous fountain of La 
Salette, which bad burst forth again after having 
been long dried up, and from the facts collected 
during a patient Investigation, wnich lasted two 
mouths, they concluded In their report that the 
apparition was supernatural, and that it was verily 
the Holy Virgin who had spoken to Maximlu 
Clraud and to Mélanie Mathleu. 
The Boman Catholic Church, however, proceeded 
warily to clear np the mystery. 
A committee of sixteen members, composed of 
the canons and parochial clergy of Grenoble, the 
grand vicars of the diocese, the .Superior of the 
Grand Seminary, and presided over by the Bishop 
himself, debated on this report, and finally adopted 
It after eight sittings. FeoMng lully convinced of 
the truth, on the 19th of ¡September, ISól. the 
Bishop of Grenoble issued

Show that schoolmasters are not always disposed 
to act in concert. These gentlemen and scholars, 
however, stated distinctly in writing that a cer­ 
tain M. Martin, B young clergyman who had Just 
entered into holy orders, bad, to their certain 
knowledge, been miraculously cured. 
He bad 
been deprived of the use ot one of his limb.s, and 
was, therelore, incapacitated for the priesthood. 
A report of bis condition was made by the Supe­ 
rior 01 the seminary to the Bishop of Verdun, and 
that prelate decided that M. Martin could not be 
ordained till ho was healed of his infirmity.

There remains 
only the supposition that they were deceived and 
deceiving. But whoever knows anything of French 
bishops will admit that they are men not easily 
duped. It would be'in the highest degree Indecent 
to accuse some of the most respectable men in 
the world, both by their acquirements and their 
personal character, of deliberate blasphemy. 
Either they did believe the statements which 
they solemnly made under their hands and seals, 
after having prayed to God lor guidance, or they 
did not. If they did. they were bound as ministers 
of their Church to dec:

I do not know whether the proper name of the 
Bishop of Grenoble is or was James or Achilles; 
but this I do know, that he spoke in the language 
of a calm and reasonable man. In proof of nts be­ 
lief in hla own words, he has just passed fifteen 
days in fasting and prayer on the mountain of La 
Salette, and I saw him there yesterday; a mild 
and veneralile old man. of a great eloquence in 
speech, and on whose pure and white renown full 
sixty years have left no spot or stain.

There is a young man newly arrived in the city. 
He goes to one of these temples and listens to an 
eloquent and soul-stirring discourse, wherein the 
preiii-her dwells with great emphasis upon the 
necessity of building up a noble manhood; 
that the development of such a manhood 
is the end and aim of rellglon-of Christianity, 
lie leeta ihe truth of wlial Is said. Ills whole 
soul IS stirred, lie Inwardly resolves 
iK iicc.ortli It shall be bis euile 
hat Horn 
^vor to cultívale the 
lid control the baser part of his nature. 
Perhaps this i* the first time he has seriously 
tnought ol this matter. He continues to be so 
iiiucli Interested that he is drawn to the same place 
a.'alu. He goes "early,” and takes a place ou the 
‘•Ireo seats." Being a young man ol iiitelllgsnce 
and ooservatlon, he studies the different faces of 
the people as they come in and tuke their seats 
near him. Presently there enter a pair who attract 
his nonce In a different way. 
His aiteulloii Is 
drawn to ihelr elaborate aud expensive apparel. 
These also take their seats on those apportioned 
to tho stranger and the poor, when instantly thero 
IS a "Stir,” A prominent churchman and deacon, 
who occupies one oi the "chlet seats,” approaches 
aud graciously Inquires of them “ whether they 
would not pieier some other seat." Whereunon 
they cuiiclude that they would, and are Immedi­ 
ately escorted to sit among the members who 
"love (and occupy) the chief seats lu the syn­ 
agogue.” 
Our thoughtfnl roung man who has observed 
this uroceediiig at once propounds these questions 
to himsell:—"Why Is tills' Was it because oi the 
superior worth oi the mauhond of tiiese that this 
venerable churchman munifested to them a supe­ 
rior respect, or was all that courtesy bestowed 
upon their clothing?” It was too apparent. He Is 
loath to bedeve what he has seen. His newly en­ 
kindled Idea of the worth ol manhood above all 
ocher thing.', has In this very same placo received 
Its first and crushiug blow, and by those who could 
Birike that blow with most effect, lu that place, 
which his young imagination had transformei. into 
the very gate of heaven, be beholds gray-haired 
Christians (?) paving homage at the slirluo of 
Wealth and Fashion, aud he paliimlly awakens to 
the coiisclousriess that his gate oi heaven is but a 
temple of Mammon. “Is It, then, all a delusion?” 
he muses. “Is it really true that a noble niunnood 
Is more to bo desired than gold? There are men 
a great deal older and wi.scr than 1, aud Chi Is- 
tlan.s, too, who have listened to many discourses 
liKe the one which so much impres.sod me. 
and they do not believe that mauliood Is of much 
account, for see what attciitiou they bestow upon 
wealth. It was not their uiauhood, but their gar­ 
ments, their insignia of wealth, which caused them 
to be so much respected aud so courteously 
treated.” And he leaves that place sad-hearted aud 
disgusted, never caring to enter it again. 
Meantime, us at a previous sepulture, might It 
be saiu to this seeker after truth—"Why seek ye 
the living among the dead? He is not here, but is 
risen.” 
"But woe unto you. Scribes and Pharisees and 
hypocrites, lor ye shut up the kingdom oi heaven 
against men. for ye neither go in yourselves, 
neither suffer ye them that are entering lo go In.” 
Christianity Is for the uplllting and eiiuobllug of 
humanity, and men are accustomed to look to the 
churches as the chief InstrumeiUaUties lor the fur­ 
therance of this end. Aud what do we see there ? 
A wretched and pitilui striving for the mainte­ 
nance of “caste’7—an ignoble lusting 
alter 
supremacy of position; aud. Instead ol being 
a mighty stimulus to virtue and truth, 
our churches have become, 
Indirectly, 
a 
powerful . incentive to wrongdoing—lo crime; 
lor us wealth is with them tiie standard of respect, 
wealth must be had even at the cost of Integrity. 
And lor this reason to be well seated in church la 
with many au Imperative demand, so the high 
premiums on the chief seats must be paid, even 
though their neighbor be defrauded to make the 
payment. 
Blind, stone-blind must they be who cannot per­ 
ceive that by houoring with tliclr actions the noth­ 
ingness of life’s poor distinctions they bereave 
themselves of all real power lor the promotion of 
truth and goodness. There is no deadlier warlare 
waged against manhood than that which is Indi­ 
rectly carried on in our churches. 
“My life,” said a woman to me, “grows hard and 
bitter.” “Why 80 ?” 1 inquired. She remarked, "I 
work lor members of the church to which 1 belong, 
aud, Instead of the kindliness and human fellow- 
Hhlp Which I expected to find in that church, I 
find no fellowship at all; but, instead, a cold and 
dreary Isolation, and am viewed by them merely us 
a working machine.” 
It is of the greatest Importance that one’s Hie 
should not “grow bard ami bitter,” but. Instead 
thereof, sweet and tender; and li by uniting with 
and remaining In our churches aud being acted 
upon by tiieir examples of practice in a manner 
Which tends to degrade rather than uplift, to crush 
down rather than upbuild this a noble manhood, 
and thereby, through leeilug this and being unable 
to rise above It, one’s llie must needs “grow hard 
and bitter,” sucu cannot be too .soon or too earnestly 
recommended to “come out from among them and 
be ye separate, and touch not the unclean thing,” 
lor no serldom could be more pitiful than the char­ 
acter which such iuffnences have a tendency to 
buUd.

The Modus Operandi of Phelps’ 
Operations. 


Albany, Oct. 18,1873. 
The ewirainatlOB of the case of Charles H. 
Phelps, charged with the larccuy of a $l5,ooo 
«raft while acting as cashier In the State Trca.sury 
Departmeat, was resumed before Jnstice McNa­ 
m ara in the Police Court this morning. The 
prisoner was in court, accomoauied by hia coun­ 
sel—Judge Birdseye and Frederick A. Chapman — 
both of New YorK. Treasorer Raines was also 
present, aecompanled by 
District Attorney 
Moafc and 
his 
assistant, M. F. 
Conway. 
The case being called the District Attorney 
stated that the Treasurer of Dutchess county 
had telegraphed him that he had missed 
the train and would 
not 
be 
here 
till 
«ne o’clock P. M. He then said to Mr. Chapman, of 
counsel for the prisoner, that If he would admit 
the genuineness of the draft which the prosecu­ 
tion now held the case would go on. 
Mr. Chap­ 
man said, as the senior counsel (Mr. Birdseye) was 
here, but absent from the room at present, he 
would leave It to hum to answer as soon as he came 
In. Mr. Birdseye coming In said it would be better 
not to change the order of* examination; that it 
would be best to prove the document. 
Mr. Moak then read the draft alleged to have 
been stolen by Phelps, of which the following is a

MR. CHARLES HUDSON CALLED. 
Charles Hudson was called and sworn. He said 
toe resided in Brooklyn and was cashier of Sherwiu 
A Co., bankers, No. 80 Broadway; have been there 
since June last; have not been in the habit of re­ 
ceiving communications from defendant—the firm 
have; this draft was received by the firm, cannot 
sav exactly w hen; have no memorandum on the 
books lor It specially, the vouchers or ticket would 
show; my endorsement was made to depo.sit the 
drait in the Bank of Nortn America to the 
credit of F. K. Sherwln A Co.; the proceeds 
were credited In our house to 0. H. Phelps, cashier; 
these proceeds were drawn from our house; it was 
between August 6 and the middle of September; It 
was drawn by check In currency: can’t say to 
whom; we have paid some to Mr. Pheips and some 
to others. 
Mr. Moak asked how mnch Mr. Phelps had de­ 
posited with this house since July 1. 
• Mr. Birdseye objected, asking what that question 
toad to do with this draft. 
Mr. Moak repliea that it was to show ttoe intent 
of defendant. 
The Court thought the question proper. 
The witness said it was about $150,000; his ac­ 
count was first opened about the 1st or middle of 
July last; Paelps has had no transactions with our 
firm as brokers: don’t know ol bis dealing in 
stocks; bis account has not been balanced; I think 
tois account )s overdrawn; can’t say when the last 
deposit was made, but think about the middle of 
September; don’t know of anyiiiing having been 
received since then; Mr. Sherwin opens the mails; 
tola tamily resides at Flnsbiug during the summer; 
don’t know of any drafts being cashed for Phelps 
since the middle of September; don’t know of any 
one representing the company of .«berwln *C o.; 
1 am bookkeeper; I keep all accounts except stock 
accouuts, which Sberwln keeps; I pay money over 
the counter; never paid currency over the counter 
to Phelps; have pas.sed currency to Sherwiu twice 
to pay Phelps; one check was for $'25,000 and one 
lor $ 10,000; can’t say exactly when the $25,ooo 
was paid; it might have been In August; It was 
prior to tiie 15th of September: 
THE TEN THOUSAND DOLLAR CHECK 
was paid attorwards; the endorsemeut, “Charles 
U. Phelps,’’ is In the same handwriting as on the 
other papers; not to my knowledge was 
Sherwiu 4 Co. ever made the depository lor 
Slate funds by the Treasurer; have no knowl­ 
edge or their ever being so made by the 
Treasurer or Comptroller or eltuer of their 
deputies; the first 
deposit 
Phelps made, 
was $ueo In July; first saw Phelps abont that 
tim e; Phelps called there about once a week, 
usually on .Saturday, aoout the middle of the day; 
don’t know of bis being there out of bu.sine.-is 
hours; have no Interest except as clerk In Sher- 
win A Co.’8 house; we kept accounts In the Bank 
of North America and the Bank of the common­ 
wealth; this dralt was deposited with tiie Bank 
of North America: there were about a dozen checks 
used in our business with Phelns. 
The witness was then examined by Judge Birds­ 
eye for the defence. He sald :-l am not able to 
tell at what time this draft was received. The wit­ 
ness then stated who received the draits for de­ 
posit, who deposited them and who paid the 
checks: the bnsliiess was done by himself and Mr. 
Sherwin. He said:—I received this dralt Iroui Mr. 
Bberwin; supposed it was handed me with others; 
eometlmes recelveo money wuh drafts, and the 
gross amount was credited to Phelps; the account 
was opened to the credit of Charles II. Phelps; this 
draft was so entered, and remained there until 
drawn by Charles U. Phelps, cashier; all his checks 
were thus signed excepta lew small ones: all re­ 
ceived irom Phelps were credited to Charles H.

Judge Blrdseye-Haveyou not seen checks en­ 
dorsed State 'ITeasurer, per Charles 11. Phelps, 
other than those received Irom Sherwin 4 Co. 
Witness—No, sir; I never look at endorsements; 
mv assistants do that; Mr. Jenkins Is my first as­ 
sistant; we have three who have that duty to per- 
lorm. 
JAME.S E. TOMPKINS 
was then sworn—Am paying teller of the Bank of 
commonwealth ol New York; he Identified some 
01 the drafts as passing throngh hm bank by marks 
npou tkcm. 
W. C. For.da. Treasurer of Dutchess county, was 
sworn—He identified the draft alleged Ui have 
been stolen, in the charge against the defendant, 
and said it was sent to the State Treasurer 10 pay 
county taxes. 
To .\lr. Birdseye—Have never seen any of these 
drafts after they were returned; don’t know that 
any of them were endorsed “State Treasurer, per 
Charles U. Phelps, cashier;” for the last vear all 
my drafts have been procured Irom the .Merchants’ 
National Bank of Poughkeepsie; 1 always scut my 
money to the State Treasurer by draft on a New 
York bank; I bad an account at one time with the 
Importers and Traders’ Bank, but do not think I 
ever sent a dralt through that bank. 
Mr. Birdseye said he expected to prove that the 
signing of draits in the State Treasurer’s Office in 
the way this draft was signed has always been 
customary In that office. 
The examination was then adjourned till Wed­ 
nesday morning next. 


THE COURTS 


LEXraOTON AVENUE SYNAOOGUE. 


T h e 
C o n flict 
B e tw e en 
L.lfe a n d L a w - 
M odern T im e s B e tte r T h a n th e O ld — 
D iscon rse b y R e v . D r. Iln e b seh . 
The congregation in this synagogue began yes­ 
terday the reading in course of the fourth book of 
Moses—Numbers—an introduction to which Dr. 
Huebsch gave in his practical address to the peo­ 
ple. This book contains a condensed history of tbc 
Jewish people irom the time the law was given on 
Sinai until their approach to the promised land, a 
period of about thirty-eight years. The Doctor’s 
text was taken from Isaiah, xxxv., 8— “And there 
shall be a path and a way and a holy way; It shall 
be called the way of holiness; no unclean shall walk 
therein.” The children of Israel had no sooner leit 
Stnal than they began to murmur for meat and for 
water and to doubt the ability of that God who 
had already done so much to supply these gifts to 
them in the wilderness. Here they have reared up 
ths Tabernacle at the command of the Most High, 
and have encamped around it according to their 
armies and their tribes, each under its own bau- 
ner. The Levltes, whoso duties caUed them to 
carry the Tabernacle and its service, are to lead 
the hosts in their marches from place to place. 
There must be no clashing of authority. Each 
must have his own work and his own place as­ 
signed to him; for order Is heaven’s first law. 
Moses and Aaron had their positions to occupy, 
the Levltes theirs, and thea the several tribes in 
their order. But there were men in the camp 
of Israel, as there are in every camp, who canuot 
patiently submit to constituted authority and have 
no regard for law or order. Korah and his iol- 
lowers revolted against the jnrlsdlctlon of Moses 
and the priestnood of Aaron, but the Lord Himself 
swiftly and summarily cut short their rebellious 
spirit and purposes. They had come to the bor­ 
ders of the Holy lAiud and Moses had sent spies out 
to examine ana report the nature aud condition of 
the country and Its Inhabitants, and upon their 
lalthful or faithless report depended their pro­ 
longed or brief stay in the wilderness. We nnd 
that only two of tUe spies brought back a lalthiul 
and true report of the land or its people. And for 
the unlaitUfuiuess of the rest the whole host had to 
tmvei up aud down and hither and thither in the 
wilderness for forty years—each year to represent 
a day 01 the previous excursion 01 the spies. 
Balak, King of Moao, gathered his forces against 
them, but, perceiving that be could not fight with 
any assurance of success, he called for Balaam to 
curse them. But Balaam did nut help him m this 
regard. He did. however, seduce the people into 
the Idolatry of Moab, and m this way excited tue 
wrath of the Almighty against them. Then came 
another blow to Israel In the death of Moses, the 
man to whom they looked to lead them into the 
promised land. But he was simply to 
LOOK FROM PISOAU’S TOP 
and see the laud before him, but not to enter 
therein himself. His lieutenant, Joshua, was to 
take his place. Aud from this we may learu a few 
things. First, we see in this history the conflict 
between life and law begun with the oldest gene­ 
ration of 
Israelites at 
Sinai. 
But 
the 
law trlnmphed. and not one of that gen­ 
eration lived to enter the Holy Laud save 
faleb and 
Joshua. All 
the otiiers died 
In the desert. And even Moses, the leader, disap­ 
peared ; aud now tnere is 
no more the same gener­ 
ation nor the same leader. But tnere Is anew 
generation and a new leader, and the people move 
lorwanl as they did of old. Aud irom this we may 
learn, secondly, that the Church of God does not 
depend upon one generation or one leader, but is 
imiependent of both. Tiie truth is always standing 
in the lughway of which the prophet speaks, and 
leaders and generations must rise up irom their 
paths and by-ways into this highway, wherein 
nothing unclean can walk. It is, therelore, absurd 
lor us to continually laud the old times as better 
than these. The cumparuson will not hold good, 
either physically, intellectually or spiritually. 
There was greater poverty in the olden times than 
there is now. There was then nothing between 
riches and poverty—no middle class from which 
men might rise to aifiuence and plenty. 
And wnere there is no middle class in so­ 
ciety there must be extreme poverty and extreme 
wealth. We should, therefore, guard against these 
extremes by preserving, so far as we can, our mid­ 
dle classes. To be sure, we have no longer 
prophets as of old; but then we have culture more 
Eoild and complete. Intelligence higher and more 
widospreud and morality more generally prevail­ 
ing among the people. We do not want to do 
away with the old unless it obstructs us In our 
growth. The present leaders may not be what 
they ought to be—leaders; but leaders will disap­ 
pear, While the law and truth of God shall stand as 
firmly as ever. We must see to it that we are not 
the unclean who are prohibited irom entering Into 
the holy way, aud let us lead the young In the way 
of the Lord our God. in old times men lought re­ 
ligions wars with sword, then with mouey, but 
now they fight all such battles with the spirit of 
truth. For It is not by might nor by power, but 
by My spirit, said the I.ord. that sncn victories 
can be obtamcd. The Doctor referred briefly to 
I he Alllauee and the Free Religionists’ gathering, 
and lu a kindly spirit 10 each. 
CUSTOM HOUSE CIVIL SEBV^E AFFAIRS. 
Contrary to all expectations and the general as­ 
pect of monetary aifairs business at the Cu.stum 
House for the past week has been very brisk, yet 
by no means as heavy as during the same period 
lust year. 
Since the establishment of the civil service rules 
the appointments made under the code by Col­ 
lector Arthur have been of the vary best kind; 
merit and not political preferences are the qualifi­ 
cations necessary for appolnttucnt to otllco now. 
on tiie 'joihlust. an examination wlii take place 
ot the rooms ol the Civil service Board, under the 
supervision of Mr. John ft. Leydecker, .Special 
Deputy collector, of ladles to fill an existing 
vacancy ol inspectress and for the appointment of 
sliuiiar oklcials lor two newly created places of the 
same kind. At present there are in service, 
Htlached 
fo the force 
of 
the 
Survtyor 
01 the Fort. General George H. Sharpe, six inspoc. 
tresses, whose duties are to examine ladies on 
shipboard who may bo suspected of smuggling. 
The pay of the inspectresses Is $3 per diem, aud 
they are rompelled to labor very hard for tne piti­ 
ful amount, owing to the steadily Increasing Im­ 
migration the present force of lady inspectors 
was insufficient, hence the secretary ol the 
Treasury, on recommendation of Collector Arthur, 
granted an Increase of two, to be appointed sub­ 
ject to Civil Nervice examination. 
Thus far twelve applicants have signified their 
Intentions to compete lor the three offices, but It is 
doubtinl whether more than one.half will appear 
at the exmninatlon. The quailflcirtlons neocssary 
in a candlQate fur these places aie ttoe lame as ex* 
acted from n»ie Huosctora. 


There was some expectation that the ease of 
Crlnnell 4 Co., who have filed a petition to have 
themselves adjudicated volunUry bankrupts, 
would be called up yesterday for hearing in the 
United States District Court bciore Jnflge Blatch- 
ford; bat it was not alluded to in any way. As 
the injunctions restraining certain brokers who 
have had business relations with GrlnnoU 4 Co. 
Iromselhug particular stocks In their hands have 
been all dissolved, it is possible that the m atter 
(80 far as the Involuntary proceedings are con­ 
cerned) will not again, lor some lime at least, be 
beard of In the Court. 
The case of E. L. Scott, of Erie. Pa,, who has filed 
a petition m the United States District Court for 
the purpose of having Kenyon, Cox 4 Co. declared 
bankrupts, had been set down for yesterday; but 
when the m atter was reached on the calendar 
counsel on both sides agreed that It should go over 
for a week.

The Coart Declines to Let the Jury 
Visit the Grand Central Hotel. 


THE DEFENCE BEGINS ITS TESTIMONY. 


Very Little Oral Evidence, but a Good Deal of 
the Former Evidence Read. 


PROCEEDINGS 
OF 
THE 
SIXTH DAY. 


There is stUi no abatement of interest in the 
Stokes trial. As through all the week, there was 
yesterday the same large crowd in attendance, 
and with more ladles present than on any pievious 
day. The prisoner preserved the same quiet de­ 
meanor, and, as osaal, was attended by his father, 
mother, brother Horace and sister. Most of the 
morning session was occupied by Mr. Dos Passos 
in completing his opening for the defence. The 
counsel had evidently recovered entirely from his 
indisposition of the previous day, and bis ad­ 
dress, though thought by many as too long 
drawn out, was characterized by marked 
Vigor of utterance, aud certainly was most 
attentively listened to by the jury. Mr. James 
M. Bixby and Rufus F. Andrews were the only wit­ 
nesses examined. The rest of the day was con­ 
sumed In reading from the printed testimony of 
the last trial. Most of the testimony referred to 
the proposed visit of Stokes to Providence, R. I., in 
regard to a horse race in which he was interested, 
pending the proceedings by Colonel Fisk before the 
Grand Jury to indict him and Mrs. Mansfield for an 
alleged attem pt to blackmail him. 
CONCLUSION OP MK. DOS PASSOS’ OPENIKO. 
Immediately after the opening of the Court Mr. 
Dos Passo.s resumed his opening speech for the de­ 
fence. He traced the history ot the connection be­ 
tween Stokes and Fisk, and represented the former 
as outraged and injured by Flak, and the avenues 
of justice closed to him, notwlthatanding which 
he showed no malice, but sought redress by 
the law. Up to the fatal morning of the homi­ 
cide there was not a tittle of evidence of 
malice on the part of Stokes; on the contrary, 
that very morning he was a witness in the suit lor 
libel brougbt bv Mansfield against Fisk, Ac. 
He 
then entered the numerous proofs which the deience 
Will produce, that Stokes had an appointment 
in Providence, and was making arrangements 
for going there all the lorenoon of the homicide; 
that his visit to Mansfield’s house was for the 
purpose of getilug papers connected with the 
racing bet to be decided at Providence, and that 
his visit to the Grand Central and the cn- 
connter with Fi.sk a.s he was about leaving 
were accidental, and the shooting done in self- 
defence. He dlscnssed the second theory or the 
prosecution, that, the meeting being accidental. 
Stokes formed on the Instant the Intention of 
killing. He declared that the law on the point 
is absurd, and reierred to Stokes’ repeated calls for 
a doctor as proof that there was uo murder in his 
heart. The fact that StoKes only fired two out of 
the fonr shots which he might liave fired was also 
Insisted upon as proof of his having uo Intention 
to kill. On the other hand, it was argued, a man of 
the reckless aud lawless character of Fisk was just 
the man likely to attempt that which his heart dlc- 
tated—remove the mau who had the boldness to 
stand up in the courts ol justice to obtain redress 
against blm, though stokes ue ver succeeded, owing 
to Fisk’s great power and the influenco ho had 
Wielded over the Judiciary. The prisoner has sworn 
that he saw Fisk draw the pistol upon him, and that 
Fisk was llkelv to be armed would be proved by 
a respectable witness, who will swear that he was 
constantly In the habit of corrytng a pistol. In bis 
concluding remarks Mr. Dos Passos dwelt 
upon the character of Fisk, whom he charged 
wltti the introduction into the metropolis of 
revolting immorauty and inaugurating a reign of 
lawlessness, from the effects of which we are only 
now recovering. He characterized him as a man 
totally devoid of manly principles and as one who 
wouldn’t scruple to go down In WaU street and, by 
trickery and fraud, rob the families of innocent 
men. Fisk, heconiinned, was a person who had 
no respect in his composition tor the rights of any 
man. He it was who precipitated the Susquehanna 
Railroad war lu his trespass on the prerogatives 
or private citizens, and It took the entire service­ 
able lores ol New Jersey’s militia to restore order. 
Fisk was not the man to hesitate to put an enemy 
out of the way, and the pistol pocket found m tlie 
pants worn by the deceased at the time he was 
snot showed that the testimony of his irlends to 
the effect that he never carried a pistol was an 
absurdity. Stokes was at all times apprehensive 
01 violence and death from Fisk, whose vile threats 
had reached him and whose murderous proclivities 
and the murderous itroclivitles of the hired gangs 
01 rufllans by whom he was constantly surrounded 
he leared.TESTIMONY OF FRANCIS M. BIXBY. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Dos Passos’ address 
Francis M. Rlxby, brother ol Judge Bixby, was 
called for the deience. Be testified that on the cth 
01 January, 1872, Stokes called at his office, in Nas­ 
sau street, and Inquired li an indictment had been 
found against him, as he wanted to go to Provi­ 
dence. 
Testimony was offered through the witness as to 
the prisoner having expressed 10 him tears of his 
llie, owing to threats of Fisk, but it was ruled out 
lor the present. 
on cross-examination, by District Attorney 
Phelps the witness said Stokes wanted to know 
whether he might safely go to Providence, as ne 
feared being brought back on a requisition; he did 
not say that Fisk would not live to see him tried. 
The Court then took a recess. 
PKOFO8ED VISIT OF THE JURY TO THE GRAND CEN­ 
TRAL HOTEL. 
On the reassembling of the Court Mr. Tremaln 
requested the Court to give directions to the jury 
to Visit the hotel where the homicide took place, 
and examine the locality, as the defence con­ 
sidered this higuly import m t beiote putting m 
thoir evidence. 
District Attorney Phelps said he had no objec­ 
tion to this proceeding, and only asked that it bo 
done under such orders from the Court as to se­ 
cure perfect propriety. He had no objection that 
counsel should go tnere with them. 
Mr. Tremaln said he earnestly desired that the 
Court would make po opposition, as he thought it 
Important some one souuld stand at the head of 
the stairs, where Thomas Hart says he was. that 
the jury might Judge if it were possible be should 
not be seen by Mr. Hill and John T. Redmond. But 
he hoped counsel would not go there, as they 
would only contuse the jury. 
Judge Davis said there was no necessity for such 
a proceeding, as the jury could have a perfect Idea 
of the locality from tne diagram, besides which it 
would be dangerous; that a cool inspection now, 
without any of the coucomltants of the scene, 
would only lead aside the minds of the jury from 
the question at Issue to such points as whether 
this man saw that man. He could not allow u. 
Mr. Tremaln directed the stenographer to note 
the application, and that the DUtrlcl Attorney 
made no objection. 
Judge Davis—And that the Conrt, of Its own mo- 
tloDijt djnies the appucation as Improper to bo 
Mr. Tremaln—And that counsel for the prisoner 
take exception. 
MR. RUFUS F. ANDREWS’ TESTIMONY. 
The next witness called was Mr. Ruins F. An­ 
drews. He testified that on the afternoon of Janu- 
ary fl, 1872, the prisoner came to Inquire from him 
11 he thought he might safely go to Providence; the 
prisoner did not theu ask II he had been indicted, 
lor this reason, because some four days previously 
prisoner asked nim to try if Fisk was getting an 
indictment against him for blackmailing: witness 
went to the ante-room of the Grand Jury room, 
saw Pisk and some women there, and on his tell­ 
ing Stokes the latter named them, aud said two 
of them were Inttinatcsor Fisk; up toJamiarv 6 
witness heard nothing of an ludictment having 
been found, and he told stokes he might safely go. 
KKAUINH THE EVIDENCE AT TUB PBKVlOl'S TRIAL. 
The Court was occupied the rest of the day 
listening to the reading by Mr. Brainerd, counsel 
f#r Stokos, of the printed evidence 01 various wit- 
ni'sses uken at the previous trial. Tho book from 
which this testimony was read is a ponderous 
volume, which, though hardly reaching the pon­ 
derous proportions 01 tho famous Tweed Indict­ 
ment, would do credit to any Congressional de­ 
partment report. First in order was read the tes­ 
timony Of George A. Cole, a telegraph operator; 
then of Colonel Amasa Sprague, ol Providence, 
Rhode Island, President of the National Associa­ 
tion lor the Promotion of the Interests ol the Amerl- 
cau Trotting Turf; then of George U. Smith, 
secretary of the above-named association; then 
of John L. Doty and Samuel McGlouglilin, two well 
known turfites. There were also read extracts 
from a trial book of the aasoclatlon referred to, 
the whole of the teifMmony thus far read having 
reference to the dispute between the prisoner and 
U. M. smith as to a race at the People’s Park, in 
Providence, between Stokes’ mare Josephine aod 
snith ’s mare Juno. 
"We don’t propose to try this horse rsce,” at 
length spoke up the Duirlct Attorney, rather 
wearily. 
• Neither do we,” rejoined Hr. Tremaln; “but 
tne pertinency of the rvtuence will be seen before 
we get tbrongh with onr case.” 
The testimony of Lawrence Carr, taken before 


tne coroner, was next read. This wilness, who 
has since deceased, drove Stokes on the day of the 
shooting fr()in the Hoffman House to Mrs. Mans­ 
field’s residence in West Twentv-thlrd street, and 
thence to the corner of Bromlway and Fonrih 
street. The only special point m tho testimony, as 
will be remembered, is that Stokes, to quote the 
witness’ language, “was a little pale and appeared 
to be put about." When the reading of his testi­ 
mony was concluded Mr. Treniain sald that thev 
had done a good ilay’s work and were pretty well 
fatigued aud would like an adjournment of the 
Court If the Court, however, was anxioiis to go 
on. he would read the previous testimony as to the 
character of Fisk. 
‘•You had better go on,” said Judge Davis. 
Mr. Phelps said somcthiug In an undertone to 
the Judge, and the latter, at unc.e changing uu 
mind, said, “We’ll go no farther to-day.” 
"Come to think of it,” said Mr. Tremaln, "there 
is a witness here who would hke very much lo bo 
examined to-day.” 
“We’ll hear his testimony, then,” answered 
Judge Davis. 
••Tho witness has just gone,” spoke np Mr. Dos 
Passos. 
“He miLst have gone.” Interrupted Mr. lYemain, 
“when Your Honor said you would go no larther 
to-dav.” 
“More likely,” answered the Judge, smiling, 
"When 1 said we would go on.’’ 
Alter all had approvingly reciprocated the ju­ 
dicial srnilo Judge Davis announced to the jury 
that he would adjourn the Court till ten o’clock 
Monday morning. Be expressed hia regret at still 
having to keep them together, bat hoped that they 
would be made comfortable at their hotel. Ue 
told them, however, and some laugheil at It as a 
good joke, tiiat If they wished to go to church on 
.Sunday they could do so if they went in a body aud 
attended by the officers In charge of them. 
And thus closed the sixth day of Stokes’ third 
triah

It was rumored about town yesterday morning 
that a “raid” on the detectives at Police Head­ 
quarters was under contemplation by the District 
Attorney, for the reason that the majority of them 
had been guilty of malpractice in office and pecu­ 
lating funds. The charge was of so sweeping ana 
wholesale a nature that a reporter was instructed 
to make investigation into the m atter to see if there 
was any truth in the report, or whether it was 
a mere idle rumor. The lollowlng is the result of 
the reporter’s investigation:- 
INTERVIEW WITH ASSLSTANT DISTRKrT ATTORNEY 
ALLEN. 
The first person called upon was Assistant Dis­ 
trict Attorney Allen, who consented to give an 
audience with tho Herald reporter, and the follow­ 
ing conversation ensued :— 
R eporter—It is reported that complaints have 
been lodged In the hands of Police Commissioner 
Duryee in reference to criminal offences com­ 
mitted by headquarters’ detectives, and 1 have 
come to ask you, Mr. Allen, if you will give me 
any InformaUon concerning the matter.

This Is bow the m atter works, the com­ 
plaints have been sent to the Board of Police, and 
II we think down here that the m atter will not be 
treated fairly up there we snail send It before the 
Grand Jury, which meet.-i on Monday. 
Repo rter- I do not want to bother yon with too 
many questions, but I should be obliged, it you will 
not consent to specify names and offences of the 
detectives, If you will tell me how many are ex­ 
empt from fraudulent allegations ? 
Mr. ALLK.V—Do you mean altogether, Including 
the Bank of England bnsmoss f 
REPuHrBR—Yes; 1 should like to get the total 
number. 
Mr. A llen- W’ell, those who are reported to 
have clean hands number about three; but I cau- 
not consent to give their names nor those of the 
reputedly guilty ones. We mean to have a gen­ 
eral sweeping out—too much well known corruo- 
tion has existed lor long years past In that depart­ 
ment. The documents have merely passed through 
our hands, while the proofs are m the bauds of 
other people. This matter, 1 can assure you, is 
bound to cause a great sensation, unfortunately, 
as showing the corruption ol our detective system. 
R epo rter—m en, Mr. Allen, before 1 go, you will 
not consent to give names and offencesr 
Mr. A llen- No; 1 am sorry I can not oblige, but 
the m atter will be made public soon enough. Why 
don’t von go and see Mr. Da Costa? He can give 
you, if he wUl, some interesting iniorination. 
Thanking the Assistant District Attorney for his 
courtesy, the reporter lelt him aod made his way 
to Mr. Da Costa, of the firm of Blatchford, Seward, 
Griswold 4 Da Costa, in Nassau street. 
i.n t s k v ie w w it h m b, da CO-STA, 
Mr. Da Costa was, fortunately, founl in his 
Office, and the following conversation took place:— 
Repo rter—lam sent to yon by Assistant District 
AUornev, Mr. Allen, to see If you will give any In- 
formation respecting the charges against head­ 
quarters’ detectives preierred by you.

P anam a, Oct. 7, 1873. 
Tlie city of Panama has been again the scone o f» 
sanguinary conflict. 
During a space of twelve 
days the lives ol all residents, both foreign and 
native, have been at the mercy of thousands of 
stray shots, which, night and day, whistled about 
the streets. 
PARTY AND POINTS OF CONFLICT. 
To give a detailed account of the fighting of tho 
twelve days would be tedious to your readers, 
more particularly as the whole artalr has been 
commenced ami maintained by some 500 blacks of 
tho outside party, while the government had 
never more than 300 men armed. Ever since tho 
7th of May, when the national troops stationed 
here attacked tne outsiders and compilled them to 
agree to the deposition of tnelr newly appointed 
President, Dama.so Cevera, aud that (ioneral 
Gabriel Nlera, then in exile, should be recalled to 
the Presidency, it has been evident to all that the 
liberals or blacks were not contented with the sub­ 
missive political position into which they nad been 
forced. About a month ago they commenced to 
give evidences that they would soon resume active 
operations. Some thirty or forty ol them met at 
the little village of Farfan, about four miles from 
Panama, appointed their leaders and commenced 
drilling to arms. So soon us the news got abroad 
that a camp had been established numbers of 
their partisans commenced to leave the cltv to 
join the ranks. By the 'Aid of September they had 
formed companies and had nearly 50J men, 
although the greater part of them were :

quietly entered the Arrabal and took up positions' 
in houses which evidently had been dotenntned 
on beforehand. The few pickets on duty were 
driven lu alter considerable firing had taken place, 
and Colonel Pernett, commander of the government 
troops, had been wounded. By about two A. M. on 
the 24th September the firing had become very hot, 
and with but slight cessation was kept up until th® 
evening of the 5th inst., when the enemy retired 
from the positions they had taken, a portion of 
them returning to their old camp at Farfaa 
or Pampano, and tho remainder, with their 
leader Correoso, retired to the plains on the other 
Bide of the city. The part of the city they had 
occupied presented a sickening and painful scene. 
Although every care had been taken to bury tna 
dead, to prevent the conquerors judging ihelr 
losses, the numerous blood stains and the smell 
from certain localities proved that many had died, 
in lact. their wounded received neither attention 
nor care of any kind. It Is supposed that from 80 
to 100 have been killed between the two parties, 
and a much greater number wounded. The prop­ 
erty damaged from occupation and tho cannon 
and rifle flrlug must exceed by far $100,000. 
UNITED STATES NAVAL FOLICB ACTION. 
Admiral Almy, United States Navy, had already 
on the 2:id landed a strong force from the war 
ships Pensacola and Benicia, and on the 27th a 
lurtiier lorce of over 100 men was seat into town 
anJ quartered in the Assembly House on the 
principal square. Finally these latter troops were 
withdrawn, because the American officers, ilnding 
themselves in an anomalous position, likely to be 
under a cross Are. and with strict injunctions not 
to move out 01 the edifice they occupied, sent one 
of their number on board to the Admiral to 
explain their position, and obtain defliilto 
instructions. The Admiral could not give these 
definite instructions, since w hatever movement 
the troops might make would certainly assist one 
party or tho other, and he therelore gave orders 
lor thetr immediate embarkation. 
The number of United Slates troops at the 
Panama Railroad depot has now been reduced to 
fifty, and this number, I should snppose, will be re- 
talued on shore as a permanent guard until some 
arrangements are come to or Instructions received 
from Washington.EXCELLENT ESPRIT. 
The men from the ships have behaved splendidly 
wnlle on shore, and although, fortunately, there 
has been uo need lor their active services m pro­ 
tection of loreign interests, there is no doubt they 
would have been cheerfully and usefully given had 
the occasion arisen. Had President Nelra been a 
different and less honorable man than he is a great 
deal of trouble might have been caused, sinuo Cor­ 
reoso, the leader of the rebels, wrote a letter to nun 
In which he proposed, alter giving as a reason the 
fear that the occupation would be pennaueut:— 
“Let us su.spend hostlUtles lor two or three hours, 
or the length of time necessary for the embark- 
ment of the troops, and let us join together to de­ 
mand from the American Con.sul or the Oommodnfre 
of the fleet that these people shall be sent back ou 
board, since lu Colombia there Is both honor and 
power sufficient to guarantee loreign lives and. 
properties to the same degree that other nations 
are authorized by right aud intornatloiiiil trea­ 
ties.” This proposition by correoso has given rise 
i to a general leeling ou the part of foreign residents 
I that lie seems deterinined to regain lils power at 
I any cost, and no m atter at what expense. Still 
the government seems tolerably strong, aud If the 
Interior departments continue laithiul the lew 
who remain with Correoso will in all probability 
i disband. 
EXECUTIVE ASriBATIONS. 
Whea the revolution commenced Correoso was 
not lu I'aiiuma, but in Costa Rica, where he made 
an arrangement with the agent oí the Pacific Mall 
Stearasmp Company to bring him as a passenger to 
Taboga, an Islaud in the bay about twelve miles’ 
distance Irom this cliy. Thence he went by boat to 
join the rebels on tho mainland. 'Ihe agent at 
Pnnta Arenas is generally condemned for having 
thus arranged for the landing of Correoso, and It is 
probable tne Pacific Mall Company will find itself 
compelled to take sumo steps m the, m atter wii ich 
has already been the cause of heavy additional loss 
to the State.WHAT THE (lENEBAL CLAIMS.

T h e F in a n c ia l O u tlo o k o f t h e O ovebn- 
aocNT seems to have given rise to some ques­ 
tioning and discussion. The Treasnry De­ 
partment, therefore, in a semi-official way, 
throws out its views. 
There need be no 
Apprehension that the government will not 
receive money enough to pay aU current 
demands and have a surplus over. The doubts 
that may have been expressed come, proba­ 
bly, from protectionists and government con­ 
tractors and mnployés, who would like to 
increase taxation and have a full Treasury to 
operate npon. Indeed, the expenditures ought 
to be cut down considerably and a correspond. 
Ing reduction be made in taxation daring the 
next session of Congress.

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Postmaster Oeneral Creewell, at a republi­ 
can meeting held on Friday last at Baltimore, 
has opportunely revived the question of the 
expediency of the establishment of a postal 
telegraph system and of 
“postal savings 
banks” as they now exist in Europe. 
As Mr. 
Creewell predicts, there will no doubt be great 
opposition to both propositions on the part of 
those who are interested in retaining the de­ 
posits of the savings of the people in the in­ 
dividual banks and of those who desire to 
maintain the existence of a telegraphic mo­ 
nopoly ; but both must eventually fail as the 
questions are more fully understood by the 
people. 
The idea of establishing post office 
savings bonks has in it nothiug uoveL 
It has 
already been practically carried out in Europe. 
To the poor laboring mau or mechanic who 
has managed through industry and frugality 
to 
get 
together 
a 
little 
capital 
it 
gives 
a 
security 
that 
his 
hard-earned 
money 
shall 
not 
be 
lost 
without 
any error or fault of his own. 
It renders the 
savings of the people as secure as a national 
currency, pledging for them the credit and 
good faith of the nation. 
In addition to the 
groat advantage of entire security, it affords 
depositors the advantage of taking their sav­ 
ings bank with them into any part of the 
Union. If a mechanic now has money depos­ 
ited in a savings bank, and is suddenly called 
away to work at a distant locality, he is com­ 
pelled to be at the trouble of drawing his 
money and at the risk of carrying it with him. 
Under the postal savings bank system he car­ 
ries his bank with him wherever he may go, 
and can draw his balance wherever and when­ 
ever be may please without disturbing the 
money. 
In Europe the system has been found 
to work with advantage, both to the depositor 
and the government; and in this country, with 
its great distances and its migratory popula­ 
tion, its benefits would be proportionately 
greater to both. 
In regard to the proposed postal telegraph the 
opinions of the H e r a ld have already been fully 
given, and are only confirmed by the experience 
of our own and other countries. The report of 
the President of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company to the stockholders, recently made, 
presents some points which are of as much 
interest to those who use as to those who own 
the lines. 
Its statements show how material 
a reduction could be made in the charges for 
the transmission of messages under a govern­ 
mental system, with lines built at a legitimate 
cost, and how little hope there is of the cheap­ 
ening of rates while the telegraphic business 
remains in the hands of a private monopoly. 
We learn from the report that fourteen and a 
half millions of messages were sent over the 
Western Union wires during the year ending 
June 30, 1873, and that the gross receipts for 
their transmission were $9,333,000, being an 
average of nearly 64J cents tolls collected on 
each mes.sage. 
The average is incorrectly 
stated in the report to be 61 cents per message. 
The working expenses exceeded the large 
amount of 70 per cent on the gross receipts, 
reaching $6,575,000 and leaving a net profit 
of $2,758,000. 
The working expenses of the 
European lines, 
owned and operated by 
the 
governments, 
average 
only 40 per 
cent of the gross receipts. 
During the year 
$1,722,000 was expended on construction 
account, interest, &c., and a balance of 
$1,036,000 remained, which if paid in div- 
idends would be a little over 2} per cent 
on 
the 
capital stock of 
the company. 
The capital 
stock is, 
in round figures, 
$41,000,000, and the debt $6,000,000, making 
a total of $47,000,000. 
It 
is 
admitted 
that the lines owned by the Western Union 
could be duplicated with the best English 
wire, the best iustmmcnts now in use and 
the best poles for $12,000,000. 
The stock 
of the Western Union is watered up to 
three and a half times the real value of the 
plant. 
With a legitimate capital invested, 
with the working expenses reduced down to 
the ordinary rate and with the same amount 
of business now transacted over the Western 
Union lines, a government telegraph conld 
transmit messages at one-half the present 
rates in the United States, and realize a profit 
of 8 per cent to form a sinking fund for 
the payment of its cost 
The increase in the number of messages 
sent over the Western Union lines in 1873 over 
those transmitted in 1872 reaches 16 per 
cent 
This increase is attributable to two im­ 
portant modifications of the tariff; the first 
being the abrogation of all rates over $2 50 
per word—above which heavy charge the tariff 
was found to be prohibitory—and the equali­ 
zation of rates West and South. 
This equali­ 
zation and its necessity are explained in the 
report 
The charges to points reached by 
competing lines are called “special rates.” 
The “square rate” is a misnomer for the tariff 
extorted to points where there is no opposi­ 
tion. 
The opposition lines would send mes­ 
sages over their own wires as far as they 
reached, and then forward them at local rates 
to places beyond, at a through rate much less 
than the “square rate” demanded by the West­ 
ern Union. 
The report gives the following 
asan example:—The “square rate” of the 
Western Union from New York to a place, 
say, in the vicinity of Chicago, where there 
was no opposition, was $2 per word. 
The 
“special rate” from New York to Chicago, 
where competition existed, is $1. 
The local 
rate between Chicago and the place in its 
vicinity was 40 cents; so the opposition lines 
would accept messages in New York to that 
place at $1 40, sending ihem over their own 
wires to Chicago and thence over the wires 
of the opposition at local rates. 
This was a 
losing game for the Western Union, and hence 
'came the “equalizing" of rates, and not from 
any consideration for the public interests. 
But to these reductions made within the year 
the increase of 16 per cent in the business of 
ihe company is mainly due-an evidence that 
a reduction of CO per cent, or even of 25 per 
cent, from the present charges would largely 
increase the use of the wires by the public. 
We have ample evidence in the report that 
the people can expect no reduction of rates to 
meet their necessities or their interests so 
long as o private monopoly holds the tele­ 
graph business in its hands. 
The stockhold­ 
ers are informed that the profits have not in­ 
creased in proportion to the increase in the 
Toltune of bnsiness and in the gross receipts, 
on account of “the reduction of rates ren­ 
dered necessary by the action of the competing 
companies between stations on the rontee of 
their lioM. in the first instfug^ baJ. Ifttor. the 


reduction in other sections in order to eqiyil- 
ize rates and thereby remove the inducement 
for competing lines to extend still further.” 
In other words, the Western Union has only 
given the ¡leople the benefit of &ir rates and 
relieved them from extortionate charges when 
it became necessary to crush out or prevent 
the extension of opposition. 
“No public 
business 
of 
equal 
importance,” 
says 
Mr. 
Orton, 
“is so sensitive to compe­ 
tition 
as 
that of 
the telegraph," and 
he 
naively 
complains 
that 
among 
those persons who persist in promoting com­ 
petition are the “senders of messages” who 
selfishly desire to save money “from the re­ 
duction of telegraph toUs which a competing 
line is expected to secure.” This certainly 
aft’urds a striking illustration of the liberality 
of telegraphic monopoly, and the people will 
not be very well pleased to learn from the 
report that the Western Union is about to 
swallow up the Pacific and Atlantic lines, as 
it has already swallowed so many other op- 
pasition adventures. 
The country will soon 
discover that the only hope of bringing the 
great advantages of the telegraph withiu the 
reach of the masses of the people and of re­ 
ducing flie tariff to a reasonable amount is in 
the adoption of the government postal sys­ 
tem. 
We are now paying treble the rates 
paid over European lines for the benefit of a 
private corporation which avows its determi­ 
nation to crush out competition, and which 
only brings its tariff within fair bounds when 
driven to do so by a healthy opposition. 


T h e R e c e n t W o m a n ’s C on gress.

We will not say 
that never was a meeting held before charac­ 
terized with just that quality and quantity of 
picturesqueness, for we do not know what the 
processes of evolution during the eternity that 
has passed may have developed in other 
planets and far distant ages. 
But, so for as 
the relation of this earth to space and time 
are concerned, we have no warrant for be­ 
lieving that anything exactly like it has ever 
been seen before.

are 
obliged 
to 
call men for want of a more exact, but inof­ 
fensive appellation, but whose long hair and 
short ideas seem to entitle them to a place not 
the highest in a feminine category. 
There 
was a larger proportion of sterling women, 
pure in character, unsullied in reputation, 
earnest in intentions and inflexible in reso­ 
lution. 
Altogether, the recent Woman’s Con­ 
gress was an improvement upon former 
women’s rights meetings, and we felicitate it 
upon the fact that the dramatic pictuiesque- 
ness to which we have referred possessed so 
few elements lacking dignity. 
But it would 
have 
been absurd to 
expect, 
os some 
cavillers appear to have done, that bodies 
battling 
for what 
they believed to be 
their rights 
should 
be 
totally 
regard­ 
less of the demands of fashion. 
Almost 
any woman will riso to a moral height if you 
dress her in the depth of the fashion; and we 
doubt not that among the scores of elegantly 
attired ladies who took part in the public 
exercise at the Union League Theatre last 
week uine-tentbs of them will deposit their 
first votes in bonnets ordered for the occasion. 
Still, let us give these ladies their due. 
We 
have no desire to throw undeserved ridicule 
npon dignified women acting from correct 
motives. 
In 
fact, 
to 
speak with pre­ 
cision, 
no 
ridicule 
will 
adhere 
to 
women 
like 
these, 
but only to 
those 
exceptional interlopers who have but a half 
perception of things as they ought to be, and 
with the wings of the bat hope to soar like the 
eagle. 
The humor that was inherent in the 
meetings took its rise from a very different 
and much more respectable source than this. 
Some of the best things said by the speakers 
were spiced with a touch of comedy that will 
do something to contradict the assertions of 
mysogonists who declare that woman bos no 
sense of humor. 
The Rev. Antoinette Brown 
Blackwell, for instance, announced that as 
an experiment she recommended an oc­ 
casional exchange of household duties, and be­ 
lieved that one day of baby tending and bread 
making would go far to humanize a husband 
and enable the whole family to sleep of nights. 
Now, there is something in this view. 
No one 
will gainsay its humor. 
Whether it would 
work practically in a large proix>rtion of cases 
is another question. 
But wo have no doubt, 
and we presume many ot our readers will 
share our convictions, that there is a certain 
proportion of women who are better suited 
for the transaction of much work that we call 
masculine than are many of the men who now 
monopolize that work. 
Nay, we will go even 
further and maintain that it would not be dif­ 
ficult to find men who would be more useful 
and happy in the performance of quiet domes­ 
tic duties than in those public functions to 
which the biases of society confine them. 
Nature has given them that fineness of organ­ 
ization, that delicacy of nerves, which is con­ 
ventionally 
termed feminine, though the 
number of women who daily contradict 
the propriety of Inch ft phraseology fts 
exclusively applicable to the female sex 
seems to be increasing. 
Still, we do not like 
the spectacle of Ingomar and Parthonia ciiang- 
ing places, except as a poetical antithesis, 
pretty for the moment and possessing a valu­ 
able emblematic moral. 
To the one his spear 
and buckler, to the other her distaff and rose- 
wreatbs. 
To ths modem Ingomar the store, 
the office, the business exchange; to Farthc- 
nia the sewing machine, the cradle, the babie? 
and the shirt buttons. 
The exigencies of the age in which we live 
arc too pressing to warrant us in taking that 
telescopic view of the future of humanity 
when the present aspect of affairs shall possi­ 
bly be reversed in many points and that 
expansion shall have taken place in the one 
sex 
and 
that 
repression 
in 
the other 
which 
shall 
assiinilate 
their 
symi»- 
thies 
upon a nobler and 
higher level 
than they now occupy. 
We are content 
with recognizing in the prciient movement 
among the better order of women’s rights 
women a more respectable and dignified elo- 
ment than ever before, and if this element 
grows and augments itself with noble and 
valuable accretions it will be our pleasure, not 
low than our duty, to draw attention to it from 


time to time. 
The recent Women’s Congress 
was attended and endorsed by women whose 
social and 
intellectual status is 
as high 
as 
it 
is undisputed, 
and 
who, 
by 
thus 
pronounciug 
approval, 
are 
insti­ 
tuting 
a 
strong 
contrast with 
their 
o«m conduct in previous years. 
Such a 
contrast 
speaks eloquently in favor 
of 
the 
improving 
quality 
of the 
bettor 
order of women’s rights meetings. 
But, as 
we said before, we do not wonder that ladles 
insist on rushing into the field of action well 
dressed. 
Joan of Arc in this nineteenth cen­ 
tury will not walk to the stake quite happy 
unless she is conscious that her gloves fit and 
that envy of her bonnet will mingle with the 
remorse of the female jury that sat on her.

The progress of the Italian opera season 
affords us much ground for encouragement 
and some reasons for complaint. 
During the 
last fortnight we had two companies singing 
at different houses on the same night. 
The 
result was, perhaps, to do injury to each other 
and to operatic music; but those companies 
give us on opportunity for comparing the two 
systems of producing opera—by a brilliant 
“star” and a wretched cast, and by an evenly 
balanced, meritorious and almost perfect com­ 
bination. 
Mr. Marelzek clung to the former 
plan, and he never gave us more than two ar­ 
tists in any one opera. 
For instance, he pro­ 
duced “II Poliuto” with Tamborlik and Lucoo, 
“La Sonnambula” with Di Murska, and 
“Lucia di Lammormoor” with Tamberlik and 
Di Murska. 
These performances only served 
to advertise the few great artists he is able to 
present; but at the very moment when the 
public was ready to respond and he should 
have been able to present 
Di Murska 
in “The Magic Flute," Lucca in “Der Frei- 
schütz," and Tamberlik in “William Tell" and 
“Le Prophéte,"he announced the sudden 
termination of his season, 
did his great 
tenor the injustice of not allowing him to be 
heard in New York in those rSka which are 
really in Tamberlik’s réperUArt, and succeeded 
only in giving Di Murska a single oppor­ 
tunity to display her exceptional gifts as “The 
Queen of Night” in Mozart’s fairy work. 
The production of “The Magic Flute” was the 
only real effort of Mr. Marotzek to produce 
opera; and simply because it was not a work 
worn threadbare by constant repetition and 
presented some promise in certain parts of 
the cast it drew together an audience unex­ 
ampled in numbers and enthusiasm. 
There 
is a lesson in this which must not be over­ 
looked in the future, since it proves that good 
artists can bring together a vast multitude to 
hear works not too often rendered in New 
York, even though the operatic management 
is burdened by the feeble system to which Mr. 
Maretzek clings. 
In the magnificent company at the Academy 
we have an excellent illustration of the newer 
and bettor system of presenting Italian opera— 
the system upon which we shall have to 
depend if jve wish to make it a permanent in­ 
stitution in New York. 
Every work, so far, 
produced at the Academy of Music this season 
has been presented with a strong and efficient 
cast, an excellent chorus and a well balanced 
orchestra. 
With the production of “Don 
Giovanni” on Wednesday evening the height 
of general excellence will be reached, for we 
believe this great work will be given as it was 
never given before in this city. 
But so far 
Mr. Strakosch has only accomplished two 
things—the successful and almost separate 
debuts of his artists and the demonstration of 
the fact that they are capable of performing 
the most difficult works. 
He has produced no 
new 
works, and with the exception 
of 
“Emani” has 
not 
gone 
out 
of 
the 
beaten track 
in the presentation of old 
ones. 
That most of these works are favorites 
is no excuse for their constant ropetition. 
Even an anchorite desires some variety in 
his food. 
Our managers have constant proofs 
that the music-loving 
public also desire 
variety. 
A work which has the slightest 
claim to novelty is sure to draw a full house. 
“The Magic Flute” on Thursday night filled 
the Grand Opera House to overflowing, while 
the repetition of the “Sonnambula” on the 
following evening betrayed a beggarly array 
of empty benches. 
Every scat at the Acad­ 
emy was filled on Friday night to hear 
“Emani,” and the pleasure of Maurel’s 
triumph was greatly enhanced by the fact that 
it was not achieved in one of the threadbare 
rSUs of the New York réperíoire. 
It is not to 
be expected that Italian opera can be sup­ 
ported in this city with the production not 
only of the same works year after year, bnt 
with two or three rcpetitinas of each every 
season. 
Mr. Strakosch started well in giving 
us most of the old favorites in rapid succes­ 
sion. 
It is only now that he is beginning to 
repeat them that we begin to complain.

want 
novelties, 
if they 
are 
only 
novelties 
like 
“Em ani,” 
and 
he will 
consult his own 
interests if

08 new works as well as old. 
“Alda” and 
“Lohengrin” are both promised for this sea­ 
son. 
When will the promise be redeemed ? 
We hope speedily, because it is of vital im­ 
portance to this city that the opera sea^n at 
the Academy shall be a great suocess. 
Feeble 
management destroyed the Maretzek season 
at the Grand Opera House, and the promise 
of three weeks of opera was only partially re- 
deeme<L 
Only a like feebleness can destroy 
the Strakosch season at the Academy. 
The 
company at the latter house is the best which 
has been heard in New York for years. 
Its 
representations afford us examples of that 
perfection in tm m hk, chorus and orchestra, 
for which the H e r a ld has long contended. 
If, besides all these, the works produced meet 
the wants and wishes of the public the season 
will become the most brilliant, in every way, 
which the Now World has ever known. 
Great as is the work depending upon the 
manager, the duty of the public, if poskible, 
is oven greater. 
Mr. Btrakosch has demon­ 
strated his ability to give opera in an entirely 
accoptable manner. 
From what wo have seen 
of his efforts so far we are persuaded that ho 
is disposed to give the public what is wanted 
if the public responds with proper liberality. 
The cast of “Don Giovanni,” which in­ 
cludes Nilsson, Torriani, Marosi, Campanini, 
Manrol, Nannotti, Hcolara and Coletti, is 
perhaps the strongest the opera has ever had 
in this conntry.

E ffect o n th e S o u th e r n P la g u e . 
Ou Friday night a severe storm of consider­ 
able cyclouio dimeusious swept over the 
Northwest and upper lake region, and all 
day yesterday was advancing in this direction. 
This gale, as reported by telegraph, was at­ 
tended with very dangerous winds and with 
heavy rains, and, necessarily, with a very low 
glass. 
It is to be feared that its results on the 
whole chain of lakes—now that navigation is 
at its busiest and all vessels are seeking to make 
the most of the few days remaining of open 
water—have been very disastrous; but there 
is one bright view which relieves in a measure 
the apprehension felt for the consequences of 
this storm. 
Following close behind it comes 
the long and agonizingly prayed for cold 
weather, destined to visit the plague-stricken 
city of Memphis and drive back the pesti­ 
lence which is already on the point of waver­ 
ing. The weather “probabilities” yesterday 
indicated cold, clear weather for the Ohio 
Valley and southward, and this was good 
news in the scene of the great desolation 
wrought by the scourge. 
The powerful and 
frosty northwester that must scour the Mis­ 
sissippi Valley to-day and to-morrow will lift 
the veil oí horror that has so many weeks 
hung over this region and admit the rays of 
hope to its sorrowed and death-stricken people. 
It is by no means unlikely that, attending this 
great western gale, the whole Southwest will 
be visited by a chilling and biting frost, and 
that even Texas wiU experience a norther 
never so welcome as now. 
We may hope that

The storm in question was fully and abund­ 
antly premonished by the Signal Office, and if 
its Friday storm warnings were heeded on the 
lakes, as we doubt not they were, many a 
vessel has been spared the danger otherwise 
encountered.

upon the world’s regeneration, and the quioK 
appreciation oi a great thought, a fine llluatration, 
or a novel and Ingouloua argum ent, showed the 
audience to ee In the Highest range of mental and 
m oral activtCy, day aR er day, through the m ost 
protracted and exhausting sesalona. 
The Evangelist concludes its summary of the 
occasion by trusting that “in all branches of 
the Church this grand Protestant Council will 
bo followed by a more intelligent and energetio 
prosecution by each of its appropriate work. 
With larger views and a more correct appre­ 
ciation of what needs to be done, as well aa 
with a stropger sympathy for all who, near or 
far away, are engaged in Christian labors, we 
shall respond to the impulse now given and go 
to our work with new faith, courage aud hope.” 
The Independent frankly admits that the 
meetings of the Alliance “have been moré 
fruitful of good than we had expected, 
although we expected not a little. 
And yet, 
when we attempt to tell to our readers at a 
distance just what those fruits have been, wa 
recognize the difficulty. 
For the Alliance 
has 
made 
no 
record 
of 
decretals, 
has 
formulated 
no 
doctrine 
and has 
even recommended nothing. 
It has passed 
no votes unless it be votes of thanks. 
When 
the Vatican Council was adjourned it had 
something definite to show. 
It had been de­ 
cided, after bitter discussion, that the infalli­ 
bility of the Pope was a doctrine that had al­ 
ways been held everywhere by all CathoUo 
Christians. 
That was not true, but it waa 
something to show. 
The dogma bad been 
formulated and adopted aud proclaimed. The 
Evangelical Alliance, on the other hand, has 
nothing of this sort to show, for it has only 
met together and talked.” 
The Methodist wishes it to be remembered 
that “the Alliance is not a league of churches, 
but an association of individual Christians. It 
is open to all accredited believers who accept 
its basis. 
Now that its importance has been 
^ 
demonstrated we beg our people (whom it is 
our funciiou to address) to sustain it, to bo* 
eome members of it, and so to increaso and 
perpetuate its power.” 
Church and State (Rev. Dr. John Cotton 
Smith) remarks that “a few years ago it would 
have been impossible for a Conference like 
this to have been held in this country without 
very great prominence being given to the the­ 
ological barriers which exist between different 
Christian communions. 
In the present Con­ 
ference the existence of any snch barriers waa 
scarcely recognized, or, if recognized at all, 
was treated with perfect indifference.” 
The Christian at Work (Rev. J. De Witt Tal. 
mage), in its labors in the cause of temperance, 
states that the Indians first called the site on 
which New York was built Manahachtanienks. 
The translation of it is, “The place where they 
all got drunk.” “We are glad,” says the editor, 
“that it has been changed, for though Now York 
has several thousand nnlicemsed grog shops, 
we consider the name inappropriate, although, 
if intemperance continues io increase as rapidly 
for the next hundred years as during ihe lost 
twenty years, the time will come when New 
York may appropriately take its old Indian 
nomenclatnre.” 
The Christian Union (Henry Ward Beecher) 
affirms that “the Alliance is one of tho land- 
« 
marks of the world’s advancement toward » 
genuine Christian toleration and brotherhood. 
It is one of the agencies that promote this ad-

vanceinent 
But progress never fails to go 
beyond the agencies that set it agoing, and 
the time will come when the Christian world 
shall outgrow tho Alliance. 
Each generation 
thinks that it has attained the end of progress, 
or at least that its own ideal is that end. 
Bnt 
every generation is short-sighted. Our horizon 
is not the end of the world. 
Beyond the 
partial unity accomplished by the Evangelical 
Alliance there will come in the fulness of 
* 
God’s time a broader fellowship and a pro- 
founder union of Christians.” 
The BapUst Weekly discusses the free speech 
and religious liberty branches of the delibera­ 
tions of the Congress. 
The editor insists that 
“Dr. Cnrry’s positions were true and ably sus­ 
tained; and that they were entirely in harmony 
with the avowed purpose of the Alliance in 
aiming to promote 'religions liberty’ must 
have been perfectly plain to all who were not

swayed by their partialities or prejudices.
